SUBJECT: KURT WALDHEIM 

t have been asked to look into the Kurt Waldheim matter for Admiral Studeman in light of 
some recent proposed legislation which would amend POIA to require dladosure of ALL 
information we have on Nazi War Criminals , the presence of that information In an 
operational file notwithstandrng. OCA Is trying to get the proposed bill reworked and you 
may have spoken to them already. 

The bill is the larger issue. But I think we need to (once again) nail down what the 
agency knew about Kurt Waldheim, former UN Secretary General. Based on what I 
have been able to read so ftu. the Agency had nothing in its files at anytime or from 
anybody that would have dearly Identified Waldheim as an Intelligence officer in an a 
Waffen SS outfit operating In the Balkans. Thedosestwecame (apparently) was the 
presence of three documents that identifad three Germans named Kurt Waldheim with 
different DOBs, POBs, and memberships In different Nazi crganlzotlons. Simllarty. a 26 
April 1 945 document passed to the Americans from the Brits that described a Kurt 
Waldheim listed him as an Intelligence officer serving in the Balkans. Again, we never 
established a connection that between the several l^rt Waldheims and THE Kurt 
Waldheim. 

Indeed, a MPR written on 9 March 1961 for Waldheim's classified 201 file states that the 
the Agency believed he was little mere then an infantry lieutenam Invalided out of tfie 
Wehrmacht after being shot up on the Eastern Front and who later became a lawyer and 
a diplomat 

Who Kurt Waldheim was Is not the Issue In this Instance. The Issue Is what Agency 
knew about him. From what I have seen there Is nothing to suggest that 1) Kurt 
Waldheim ever worked for the CIA or had a connection with the|;Agency, and 2) CIA ever 
had anything which would have led us to label Or. Waldheim as an Intelligence officer In 
the Balkans. Is this tnie, or am I missing something? 

Please comment as soon as you c^ so I can bury this thing.
